Ho had served but little 
more than a mouth when be deserted, 
ia-d the -war lasted for a?er a year 
afterwards, yet he made no effort 
n'iiitovoT to g-et back into tie war.

After the message had been deliv- 


ered Senator Galliager, from the com- 
mittee on naval affairs, read the report 
of the committee- on which the senate 
acted. From the statement it appeared 
that Glass enlisted in January. 1S64 
when only 16 years old, and that, hav- 
ing witnessed an act which compro- 
mised the- second officer of the ship, 
he was taken ashore ia March of that 
year by that officer and told not to re- 
port agsia for duty. The owasaittss 
say that this order, together -with 
Glass' youth, was responsible for his 
desertion.
